The “ official returns of the vearéot cee 
tion commissioners gave Maclay Hoyne 76,261 
in the twenty-one wards and the country 
towns; the recount in those werds cut dowh 
the incumbent’s vote to 73.068. 

William A. Cunnea, Socialist candidate, had 
on the official returns a total of 56,915; when 
a true count was made his total was ad- 
vanced to 58,001. 

Lewis Rinaker, Republican candidate, nad 
on the official ’’ returns 64,241; on the re- 
count his total in the districts thus far count ; 
ed is 66,0038. 


May Be Criminal Prosecutions. 

That there will be criminal prosecutions 
as a result of the mass of fraud already un- 
covered was suggested by Election Commis- 
sioner Czarnecki in statements made to 
Judge Baldwin in open court. 

That a special state’s attorney and a spe- 
cial grand jury should investigate affairs 
which permit such a condition was the de- 
mand of Mr. Cunnea, who in the districts 
counted has made a net gain on Hoyne of 
4,274. 

Although Cunnea must make an average 
gain of 680 votes in the remaining wards to 
overtake, Mr. Hoyne, Judge Baldwin de- 
clared that the recount should go on if mere- 
ly to unearth frauds which it is charged K- 
isted gt the last election. 

Mr. Hoyne made no objection to the com- 
pletion of the recount and at the suggestion 
of D. J. Schuyler, his attorney, this fact was 
incorporated in the record. 


Fraud Charges Substantiated, 

Whether or not the remaining wards wil) 
show sufficient changes to unseat Mr. Hoyne, 
the recount should be continued,“ said Peter 
-Siseman, attorney for Mr. Cunnee. “ Every 
allegation of fraud we have made has been 
substantiated. The official returrs show that 
the state’s attorneyship vote was 10,000 
larger than the electoral vote. The recount 
thus far shows the state's attorney candi- 
dates are running 4,500 behind the vote for 
president. We want to find out where this 
discrepancy of 15,000 vot-s in fourteen wards 
will be shown.“ 

The fraud in this election has been made 
apparent,“ said Frank D. Ayres, represent- 
ing Mr. Rinaker. It has been gross and 
the matter should not be allowed to rest with 
the declaration that either Hoyne, Cunnea, 
or Rinaker was electee.“ 

The election commissioners say now that 
they are investigating and wish to be in- 
formed as to any sign of fraud discovered,” 
gaid Election Commissioner Czarnecki. “We 
are going to call in the judges and clerks 
in all precincts under suspicion.” 


Public Policy Demands It.

BRYAN TO GET PROTEST. 


Federal Government May Be 


Forced to Support Measure 
It Opposed. 


{BY A rar CORRESPONDENT] 
Washington, D. C., May 5.—{Special.)— 
With the reporting of the objection of the 
_dapanese government to the anti-Japanese 


president is gravely concerned over the re- 
lations of the two countries. 

The question at issue in the Japanese mind 
is not the refusal of California or any other 
state to let the people of the far eastern em- 
pire own land, but the advertisement to the 
world thereby of their inferiority to other 
races. It is a question which touches Jap- 
anese pride and Japanese honor, and the 
resentment aroused is likely to increase un- 
less allayed in some fashion. - 

The Japanese embassy was supplied by the 
state department today with a copy of the 
alien land owning bill, and the ambassador 
will employ the time between now and Secre- 
tary Bryan’s return to Washington in pre- 
paring a formal protest against the measure. 


Note to Outline Protest. 
The embassy will make known the ground 
of its protest in a diplomatic note to Secretary 
Bryan. It is understood that to settle the 
question, no matter what may be the point 
of objection, will require the action of the 
United States courts, and much congidere- 
tion must be given to the procedure to be fol- 
lowed in arranging for a judicial test of the 
California law. , 
It will be for Secretary Bryan to determine 
whether the United States government iteelf 
shall become party to a suit:of this char- 
acter in the capacity of an intervenor, 
International lawyers hint that the ad- 
ministration ia in an exceedingly delicate po- 
sition for the reason that, while apparently 
a champion of the Japanese cause through 
the secretary of state before the California 
legislature, probably from this point on it 
must defend the California law against 
oo in the diplomatic struggie about to be- 
gin.

It will grant to sur- 
geons who meet the requirements of the coi- 
lege the degree of fellow of the American 
College of Surgery and will give recipients 
the right to use the initials F. A. C. S. in con- 
nection with their names.

It was given 
by Frederick Law Olmsted, fellow of the 
american Society of Landscape Architects of 
Brookline. Mass. It was prepared in co- 
eperation with the executive committee of 
the conference. 
The City Fifty Years Hence, 

„Doing forward fifty years,” said Mr. 
ommsted, let us imagine the status of city 
planning in a fairly well conducted American 
city. There will be some official body charged | 
unnd the prime responsibility for the custody, 
irterpretation, and amendment of the city 
plan. Whether the official head is one man 
or a group of men, there will be a staff of 
assistants and the whole body will be known 
as the city plan office. : 

“This office will have accumulated ex- 
tensive archives. These records will relate 
to the entire physical environment of the 
people; not merely to the physical aspectr 
of the streets, public parks and buildings, but 
to the locations, grades, and other essential 
facts about all the sewers, conduits, pipes 
and subways beneath the surface of the 
sireets; all the poles and wires and other ob- 
jects above the surface; all railways and 
ether means of public transportation; all 
estchmient areas and waterways, from the 
smallest gutters to the reservoirs and ponds, 
sewers, ditches, canals, and the rivers of the 
greatest flood capacity in the region; and 
frally to every piece of land and évérr 
building and improvement, both public and 


private. 
Bureau’s Second Function. 

In its second function as interpreter of 
the city plan, the office will report on every 
project under discussion as to whether it is 
or is not harmonious with the whole aggre- 
gation of accepted and approved projects. 

“In its third function its main duty will 
be to recognize the march of unforeseen 
events, whether fortunate or unfortunate, 
and if necessary alter the plan to meet the 
new conditions.

Unlike previoug decisions in this case, | 
which have been unanimously against. the 
labor leaders, the Court of Appeals was di- 
vided. Chief Justice Sheppard diseented, 
held that the whole, decision should be re- 
versed, that contempt of a federal court wes

limitations had. run in the cage. 


Justice Van Orsdel Concurs. . 
Justice Van Orsdel, who concurred in the 
majority opinion, held that thé refusal of 


Mitchell te assure the lower court his inten- 
tion to obey the mandate of interior courts" 


in the future was “ important in measuring 

the intent and temper of the respondents.”’ 

With that the dissenting chief justice da- 
greed, saying in his opinion: 

“T am unable to see how the refusal to 
apologize for an act, the commission of which 
has been expressly denied, shows a repre- 
hensible intent or temper. On the contrary, 
it Seems to me the natural conduct of a self- 
respecting man. Having. sworn that he nei- 
ther disobey ed nor intended to disobey the 
mandate of the court, a confession that he 
had done so would be a solemn admission of 
the commission of willful perjury.“ 

The majority decision was largely devoted | 
to setting out why the original sentences 
were held unreasonable. In part it was 
Beis: 

Do . “respondents to escape. pun- 
ishment would - be a travesty upon justice, 
but we think that the penalty imposed is 
so unreasonable as to demand modification. 

„ While the injunction Was issued to re- 

strain the most subtle and far reaching con- 
epiracy to boycott that has come to our at- 
tention, the boycott has ceased and the 
necessity for the injunction no longer ex- 
isted at the time this case was tried below. 


Order Punishment Modified. 

“A penalty, therefore, which would have 
been justifiable to prevent further defiance 
of the order of the court but for the_set- 
tlememt would now be needless and exces- 
sive. Had the court below imposed pen- 
alties not greatly in excess of those which 
we now deem adequate, we would not feel 
justified in holding that there hat been an 
abuse of discretion. Since, however, the 
penalties tmposed are 80 unreasonably &- 
cessive, and we are called upon to modify 
the judgments, we prefer to err if at all on 
the side of moderation. 

“No one, however, can read this record 
Without being convinced that Respondent 
Gompers has deen the chief factor in this | 
contempt; hence a severer punishment is 
merited in his case than in the cases of the 
other respondents.” 

Mr. Gompers is i at a lode! hospital und 
his physicians decided not to inform him of 
the court's decision. He has been under- 
going treatment for mastoiditis for several 
weeks, and it was said tonight that his con- 
dition was such that any excitement might 
be dangerous. 

Verdict Disappoints Mitchell. 

Mount Vernon, N. T., May 5.—“ I am dis- 
appointed at the action of the Court of Ap- 
peals in not reversing the opinion of the 
Supreme court,” John Mitchell commented 
tonight at his home regarding the action 
of the District of Columbia tribunal in the 
contempt proceedings against him, Samuel 
Gompers, and Frank Morrison. 

“I feel that we should have been acquitted, 
and I believe now that we will carry the case 
to the United States Supreme court. I have 
not seen the papers as yet, but I presume 
that Mr. Gompers will have an appeal taken.

This has been frequently rumored, and as 
often officiaily denied. But that something 
of the kind ig in the wind at the present mo- 
ment may be gathered from a single sentence 
in the annual report just issued at the Colonial 
bank of Berlin, a semi-etate concern. The 
phrase in question is to the effect that ne- 
gotiations are now pending with a view to the 
extension of the colonial possessions of Ger- 
many.” 

The new republican government of Portu- 
gal has so unefviable a reputation abroad 
and has been guilty of such gross maladmin- 
istration as to close all the foreign money 
markets to its appeals for loans. Its position 
is not considered sufficiently secure to war- 
rant lending it any money, 

On the other hand, the national treasury 
is absolutely empty. Both Great Britain 
and Germany are known to have made ad- 
vantageous finantial offers to the republic for 
the purchase, or failing that, the long lease, 
of some of the Portuguese colonies in re- 
turn for large sums of money, which will be 
welcome at Lisbon. 

— 

However, any such transaction on the part 
of Portugal with either of these two great 
powers would entail war between them, un- 
less they were previously agreed about the 
matter. 

England could not tolerate the acqwisition 
by Germany of Goa, on the coast of India, 
about a hundred miles north of Bombay; of 
Macao, in China, of Timor, in the Malay 
archipelago, or of the Cape Verde islands 
without rigorous opposition, or of the Portu- 
guese possessions in the west and east por- 
tions of the dark continent without itself 
sharing in the increase of territory.

~I was glad to see you come out so stron@in 
today’s Trisune regarding through rott- 
ing of elevated trains. This is indeed an 
immediate necessity, but of course you will 
agree that the people must insist more and 
more forcibly for a subway eystem at an 
early date. Chicago's population is now far 
ahead of its transportation facilities, and it 
needs at the earliest possible date a complete 
subway system and universal transfers 

There e in addition to the urban transpor- 
tation Systems the suburban systems of the 
railroads, to which, in my opinien, not 
enough attention is paid by those planning 
for future transportation, 

Now the greatest objection to the use of 
the steam roads ie the distance of the termi- 
nals from where the commuter is employed 
in Chicago or where his family wish to go for 
their purchaeés or their amusementa With 
this objection to the location of the depots 
removed more people would use the steam 
roads. To my mind the solution of this part 
of the transportation problem is the location 
of the railroad depots at such points ae will 
be best for thé city at large and then to con- 
nect these terminals with a especial subway 
in the form of a op whith shall cover such 
territory as will place the traveler in close 
touch with any part of the business section 
of the city, including such sections as busi- 
nese will probably spread to in the years to 
come.

Joseph A. Williame wae yesterday held to 
the grand jury without bail for the murder 
early Sunday morning of Leon Lafayette Le 
Count by a coroner's jury sitting at 6110 
Cottage Grove avenue. Although Willams 
had confessed being suitor of Le Counts 
17 year old wife and admitted shooting the 
wronged husband to Capt. John KH Aloock 
at the Woodlawn police station, he declined 
te testify at the inquest on advice of his 
lawyer, John Sweeney. 

The principal witnesses were Mr Nene 
‘Westfall Le Count, the young widow, and 
her brother, John Westfall, 6542 Washington 
avenue. Westfail denied the allegation of 
Williams that Le Count hed struck him in 
the face before shots were fred. He and his 
brotherin-law had followed Willlame with 
the intention of chastising him. 


No Blows Struck, He Says. 

“No blows were etruck,” said Westfall, 
“and Le Count was not even in a threatening 
attitude when he was shot. We did mean to 
give him a good licking and tell him to get 
out of town,” he added. 

The young girl's brother declared she had 
been attacked by Williams in Jackson park 
about two weeks ago while returning from 
the White City ballroom. When Le Count 
returned from Panama his * told him of 
the occurrence. 

Most of Mrs. Le Count’s story was told 
to the jury and Deputy Coroner Adolph Her- 
mann only. She recounted her seoret mar- 
riage before a Joliet justice of the peace on 
Feb. 6 Le Count’s departure for Panama 
two days later, and her announcement to 
her parents of her marriage. 


Met Williams at White City. 

The latter part of the same month she met 
Williams at the White City ballroom, and 
they became friendly, meeting about eight 
times. She related the circumstances of the 
alleged attack on her in Jackson Park only 
after spectators had been excluded. 

The youthful widow was not told of her 
husband's death until noon. She fainted, 
but soon revived and did not lose her com- 
posure until the coroner’s verdict wes an- 
nounced, when she wept in the arms of her 
mother, Mrs. IAlkan Belle Westfall. 

WIFE STANDS BY WILLIAMS. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 5.— I think Joe 
must have been justified in shooting, and I 
will stick to him through thick and thin.“ 
said Mra. Joseph A. Williams, wife of the 
art student who shot and killed Harry Le 
Count in Chicago yesterday. Mrs. Williams 
will leave tonight for Chicago to join her 
husband. Wimamd mother, Mrs. Marcus 
T. C. WilMams, will accompany her. 

Mra Williams denied she and her hueband 
had quarreled. She said she had received 
letters daily from him. Mra Williame said 
her husbard had frequently written her of 
attending public dances in Chicago.
